I'eniland some time 
ago claimed a portion of the garden 
plot attached lo tiie house, but his 
i laiin svas denied, 'i'lie dis.siin.sii'tn in- 
creased, and in the Police court this 
inoruing Pentland charged Mack with 
having as.suulted him, but the charge 
was dismissed. Pent.hiiid, on heaving 
the court, swore tliat he would have 
revenge, l)Ut no heed was jiaiil to lii.s 
threats. About l.HO p, m., as 
Mr. and Mrs. Mack were seated iu 
their shop, Pentland approached, and 
presenting a revolver ai Mrs. Mack, 
fired at her. Shejscrt anietl and s ur:ed 
to run across the road. Pentland pur 
sued her, and placing' the pistol's 
mu/zle close to her back, lireil a 
second shot at her as phe tleci; The ball 
struck her between the shoultlcr blades, 
and passing entirely tlnongh her tioJy, 
came out at the h'ft broiist directly 
above the heart. The ansas.sin iIkmi re- 
turned to the sliop and tired three sliota 
at Mack, hut fortunately without 
otieet. Ill trying to escape Mack fell, 
and Pentland, thinking he had coni])let- 
ea his work, coolly walked to bis end 
of the house, entered a room and lockcil 
the door. In the meantime the police 
had been stminioned and .Mra Mack 
was atteiuled to. Her wound is fatal, 
'J'ho police called upon Pentland to 
surrender, hut he refused, saying he 
would not be taken alive. While the 
officers were consulting as to the best 
method of effecting the capture of the 
murderer, a shot was heard in his room. 
They then broke open the door and 
found him stretched on a bed dying 
from a wound in his breast. Ho died 
in a few moments without uttering a 
word. 

Our obituajT column today con- 
tains a notice of tho death of Lieut.- 
Col. Tho.s. Wily, which occurred at. his 
resilience, University street, ye.-<terday 
morning, at the ripe old age of 79 
years. Col. Wily was oorn at the Cape 
of Good Hope in 1807, where his fath- 
er, who was major of the 83rd Regi- 
ment, was stationed.

written parts and .signatures. His tirst 
operation was to use :?1G,000 of these ^ 
as collateral for a loan froin J)r. Alex- 
ander 11. Lewis, a neighbor and friend 
in Brooklyn. On every quarter, when 
interest became due, Broaduox called ' 
on the doctor antl bought the coupons. 
On d uly 1, however, he did not come 
around, and the doctor, being in New 
"\'ork, called at the i.oin[iany'H otlic' to 
collect the interest himself. The bonds 
were there pronounced forgeries, and i 
an officer sent at once to arrest Broad- i 
nox. The hitter's only remark was, 
"Well, 1 suppose the thing i.s up." 
Hia family moved in the beat circles ^ 
of Brooklyn society, and he passed us 
a wealthy man, oheilly because he was

THE "'naUT OANADA" HISTOHY. 

Tlio oilitov nud publisher of tbo Stnnclanl 
crtimot lie iii'iniilted to OHCiipe with their 
.silly 1111(1 imtnithful m-tielo of ycKtonlay. 
The time hits nrrivod whou they shoiiUl b» 
tiipoBod, iilbeil the publio lout; "8° set the 
snal of eoiulemuHtion on Mr. DeCosiuo.s by 
■ -withdniwiug their coufideuoe at the laHl 
olectiou,and leaving him in hopeless a minor- 
ity. Ill JS72 that geutleiuan was eleeted as 
H Alacdonald man, lu th« session of 
1873 hu "ratted" and joined tho relormers, 
hoping thereby to get.a cabinet position. 
"Whoa Sir John res^ned Mr. DeCosmos 
returned to Victoria as a Mackenzie fol- 
lower. In a speech at Philharmouic hall ho 
informed his hearers th'il he had been in 
tho "holy of holies," ami knowing all Iho 
ins and outs of tho ilackou/.ie railway polioy 
endorsed it unreservedly. Upon his return 
to Ottawa he applied for a eabiuot position 
uud was tlatly refused, whereupon he be- 
came troublesome and abusive and threat- 
ened to take tho provinee out of the Domin- 
ion. On his return to Victoria ho inaugur- 
ated a secession movouiout which, when Mr. 
£dgar arrived, had assumed alarming pro- 
portions. If Mr. Mackenzie hod then in- 
vited Mr. DeCosmoB into Ms cabinet there 
MTonid have been no sgitation on the laat- 
natned gentleman's part for the fulfilment 
of the terms. But the premier wos unable 
to discern ill the member for Victoria anv 
of those qualities which go to make a cabi- 
net minister and so rejected his claim 
us untenable. About this time tho Smith 
branch of the DeCosmos iamily was dis- 
covered to be incompetent, or worau. Aa 
previously explained, he had been, on his 
brother's recommendation, appointed 
clerk of the works at the now poatoffice 
by Wr. l\Iacken/.io'a govorninont. The 
roof of tho building had scarcely been 
placed in position t. hen tlio structure 
began to show signs of wmikiieas. The 
fact reached Ottawa and iMr. Smith was 
removed. Then thorn was war in the 
camp, and Mr. Kd^nir found that the poo 
pie had been v/orked into a state of mind 
bordering on phrun;;y against tho Ottawa 
government, The aecusaion pany waa 
rampant, and Canadians who wore sua 
pected of loyalty to their government 
were openly insulted. At this crisia 
The Colonist juined iaauo with the "Fight 
Canada" party. Having been the first in 
tJie province to advocato tho confederation 
of the province with the Djuiioion, its 
editor waa not diapoaod to aoo tho union 
broken up before it had had a fair trial. 
Besides, tho eller of Mr. Edgar to build 
tho island railway and thus inaure the 
adoption of the Bute inlet route and the 
■election of Egquinialt as tho terminus of 
the transoontinontal road seemed reason- 
able and just; and had tho isliindois not 
been blinded by prejudice would have 
been accepted nem c«h. But it was re- 
jected — in fact, waa not entertained at all 
by the Walkem government. Now, all 
TItf CulonisI contended for waa that there 
should bo an appeal to tho people on the 
iasuo. This was <lenierl; and amid a 
shower of ubuao and niiarepresentatiun 
the plenipotentiary waa driven from uur 
shores, and with him went all hope of 
the Bute inlet route. There waa absolute - 
ly no nueation of dominion politics in- 
volved in tho issue; nor waa any consider- 
ation paid or proniisud 7'/i(' Coluiiint for 
advocating what, under the circnmatancoe, 
proved to be the proper policy in the in- 
terest of the country. Within eighteen 
moniha the eountry condemned the action 
of the local government in refusing to en- 
tertain the Kdgar proposition and drove 
that " government from nllice. Afr. 
DeCosmoa' puniahraent overtook him 
later. Four yeara ago ho fell — fell, like 
Lucifer, never to rise again, [lulitically — a 
fitting rebuke for deception and hypocrisy 
while representing the province at Otta- 
wa. But even in his political death- 
throes he could not keep his tingera out 
of tho public purse, but "heckled" rhe lo 
cal government until they were induced 
to pay him $2500 as a sort of black- 
mail for services (not) rendered at 
London, whither he had gone as mis- 
sionary. IMr. DeCdSinos, in yesterday's 
editorial, says that .Air. .Smith, although 
clerk of the works, was not rospoiiBiblG 
f(jr tho bad coiiatruction of tho p(jat-otlico 
building. What, then, was he there for/ 
Why was he paid ^ a day, if not to 
watch the work and report from time 
to tirao to Mr. Pearae? Will any 
mechanic or contractor credit a atory so 
absurd J Will it bo bolioved for one 
moment that iMr. .Smith was appointed 
for any other purpo.se than to see that 
only good material waa put into tho bull 
ding? When a government building 
that has just boon put up begins to tuni- 
blo with it own weight, it is certain that 
tho material was not the only "rotten " 
thing in its coniposi lion. Tho si.xtoon 
anchors that turned up in the yord in- 
stead of being placed aa they should have 
been to atrongtheu tho walls, wore evi- 
dence of the incapaeity (or aoniothing 
worse) of he clerk of tho work, and the 
bl-ui:k mai _^ on tho Ottawa books opposite 
tho naino of "C. I\Ic]v Smith," ahowa tho 
opinion tho Ottawa government have of 
him.

of engineers, submitted to the Dominion 
irovornment, and the acheiuo is to bo 
<i:;rought before the Canadian parliament 
in the current aesaioii. Four lines have 
been surveyed acrOaa the straits, and a 
plane or'plateau has been found on which 
tho tunnel tube can bo successfully laid. 
It is proposed to build on each side of the 
straits piers inside of tha "bordico" 
through which the tube ia to be driven 
for some 2,800 feet, the total length of the 
huge pipe or tunnel being six-and-a-half 
miles, or about five aiid a hftif nautical 
inilea between the piers. Tho bottom of tho 
tho straits shows a very good road bed, 
depth of water varying from 3tj foot on 
tho island aide to about 80 foot in tho 
middle of the straits, and thence aahore 
on the New Brunswiok side to lOit feet. 
The tunnel is to be 18 feet in diameter, 
and to bo constructed of heavy sections of 
chilled white cast iron,4in. thick or more, 
according to depth. Mr. H. H. Hall, of 
tho Submarine Tunnel and Tube Oom- 
oany, of New York, ia the patentee of tho 
proceaa of casting the tubes, aa well aa of 
the chilled white metal used. It is esti- 
mated that, at the present market price, 
tho coat of tho iron for tho tunnel would 
bo about £17 per linear foot, making tho 
total oatiniatod coat of the work close up- 
on £1,000,000. The motal is stated to be 
non-oorroaive in aea vvater, as shown by 
its exposure for twelve yeara iu the har- 
bour of Sydney. The aoctions are .bolted 
together by inside tlangoa, making a wat- 
er-tight rust joint with a smooth exterior. 
\ connexion with the surface could bo 
maintained by a vortical shaft if deaired; 
but aa a railway could be laid through 
the tunnel as fast aa it is built, all the 
materials uaed could enter that way, a 
supply of fresh air be obtained, and com- 
munioHtion maintained with the shore, 
Whore tho depth of wator will allow of 
tho obstruction to tho cl'.atmol, tho tun- 
nel is to bo laid on the natural bottom of 
the atraita; otherwise a channel ig to be 
dredged, in which the tube ia to be sunk.

When Prinoe Edward's Island, Cinlf of 
St. Lawrence, entered the confederation 
of tho Canadian Dominion, ono of tho 
articles of tho ngroemont was that com- 
munication should bo mniiUuinud with the 
mainland of Canada all tho year round.

It is now 
j)ropi«od to kee|) u[) communication all 
the year round by c< nstruoting a tunnel 
tubd resting on tlui bed of tho atisits. 
The plana which linvn boon aocoptod by 
the government of the island have been 
under the oonnidoration of a coromittae'

ENGLAND. 

London, July IC. — In tho Crawford 
divorce case to-day Sir Chas. Dilke, being 
sworn,. denied totally all allegations con- 
cerning him made by Mrs. Crawford in 
her confession. Continuing, Sir Charles 
declared that Mrs. Crawford's action waa 
the result of a dcliber.ite conapiraoy 
against him. Ho accounted for the animus 
prompting this conapiraoy by saying that 
he had uiioe through a friend advised 
Mra. Crawford to abandon an intrigue ahe 
then had with » Onpt. Forater. The Cap- 
tain, learning of thia advice, charged the 
witness during an interview in 1885 with 
trying to blast his (Forstor'a) character; 
and challenged the witness to a duel. Tho 
witnoaa declined the challenge and 
treated the affair aa utterly ridi- 
culous. Witneas then proceeded to 
furniah evidence auggeating that Cap- 
tain Forstor and Mrs. Crawford 
finding that the discovery of their liaiaoii 
waa imminent, concocted the atory 
against the witnoaa contained in the 
lady'a confession. Tho court waa cram- 
med with notables, including many well- 
known ladiea; and oven reporters had 
difficulty in oblaining aeals. Crowds of 
people wore unablo to obtain admission. 
Mra. Virginia Crawford was dressed 
<luiotly ill a brown costume. She waa ac- 
conipaniod by her aiaters — Mra. Aaton 
Dilku and Mra, Harrison. She arrived 
early and conversed animatedly with her 
counael, Mr. Oeorgo Lewis, .Sir Charles 
Uiike, WHO waa accompanied by his wife, 
looked careworn but followed the evidence 
with the keenest iiiteroat. It svaa generally 
thought that Sir Walter Phillamore waa 
ropreaented. The proctor was somewhat 
biased in favor of tho co-reapondent. 
\Vhor. Buminonnd aa u witnoas Sir Charloe 
waa viaibly affeolod, In walking to tho 
witness boi ho almost staggorod; but ho 
soon recovered hia aelf poasossion, and 
answered (lueationa with clearness and 
decision. Fur instance, he replied to 
the quoatioo, "Did you make love 
to Virginia Crawford?" with "No; 
certainly not," Mrs. Crawfoni and 
Sir Charles frequently exchanged 
glaui;es. Tho former smiled amusedly when 
Sir Charles denied tliat any liaiHou iiad et- 
iHtc<l between them. The spectators iu the 
court room showed threat interest in the 
narration of the witness regarding Sir 
Charles' alleged intimnto relations with tho 
Frenchwoman who was formerly in the 
service of his (atfaer, and tifterwatda in his 
own. Sir Charles, it was stated, allowed 
her forty pounds a year; and when she wa.s 
in England he always visited hoi at .Vo. CO 
Warren street. Much interest 

was also taken in tho story of 
how uiysleriouKly "Fanny" had vaiii.shed, 
reapeared and vanished again; and how 
she had given evidence to .Sir Cliarlea 
Dilke'a solicitor, and finally vanished and 
is now not to be found. It ia generally 
aaid that Sir Charles did not leave favor- 
able impreaaiona.

It appears that, beaidcn running 
to Rholburno harbor to get a pro- ar- 
ranged supply of bait after dark, ua al- 
leged, ahu landod t wo men with their 
olothea at a place called Gunning Covo, 
Sandy Point, Shelbourne harbor, and took 
water on board. This waa immediately 
after anchoring at dunk Wednesday night, 
and buforo ho nuido any attempt to 
anchor at the custom house. As pre- 
viously stated, ail armed guard waa kept 
oil board that night and somo work was 
demo caulking tho decks When ready to 
sail, Cnlleotor Alwood told Captain Koeno 
ho could not give a clearance until au- 
thorized from Ottawa, and im)''.iiMliilo tho 
City Point niuat remain under cover of 
the guna of thecruiaor Terror. Late thia 
afternoon instructions came from Ottawa 
to make a formal seizure of th^ Artaericah 
vessel for violiitiiig the customs laws. Thia 
was done in llionanid of Oiioon Victoria 
by Captain (^iiiighiy and Collector .Vtwood.

If they aro nut respectable, 
we should not keep them with us; if they 
aio reapeotable, wo ahould turn thom into 
friends by the openness and honesty of 
our good will expressed by our good man- 
ners. In all theso relations' that we have 
been considering — of the old and young, 
of mutual atrangera, of employers antl 
employed — we are for the moat part in 
the habit of allowing our manners to 
form themselves according to our indi- 
vidual temperainenta, and to express tho 
more or leas goo.l-will in chanoea to be 
our nnture to feel toward varioiia penplo 
and the world in general. We do not 
recognize as clearly as wo should, and wo 
certainly have not taught our children, 
that good will and good manners are mu- 
tually and alternately caiiso and effect, 
and that, to qii jIo again, tho v.rilor in the 
liffoi-in Surinlr, "tti abhreviale and neg- 
lect the forms of politoneas is really to 
diminish the sentiments and needs of the 
heart. As soon as one oesaea to express 
outwardly oven the miisl o.iaeiitial aenti- 
menta. these aentinienla become weak- 
ened to a certain degree in the soul; 
they loao souiething of thoir delicacy and 
of their energy." Tho cultivation of tlia 
forms of politonoss must bo begun iu fam- 
ily life, between husbands and wives, 
parontB and children, brothers and ain- 
ters. Till courtesy is honored in the 
hoiiseholJ it will not appear in the

Mr. Maiiaoii puta down the cost of con- 
tosiod eleotioiia at £800 to each candidata. 
Tho average cost ia, I believe, about £<iOO. 
Bat thia is far too muoh. What is done 
at Northampton might be done elsewhere. 
My costs thoro (exclusive of returning- 
iitlicor'a char/es) are about £'M. I issue 
an addreaa. It appears once or twice iu 
tho local iiQwapapor. I have no posters 
and no placards; for I cannot conceive 
anyone being such a foul as to be influ- 
enced by them. My agent — a gentleman 
of position in the town — gives his ser- 
vices gratis. My canvassers are given 
small hooka with tho names of the votera 
tliey are to look up in them, and they 
look them up gratis. Tl « central coin- 
luittoo room ia without furniture. The 
iworkingtuen send in chairs and tables 
I have iiu personation ageiUs. I 
send a oard to each elector telling hini 
where hia pulling-atation is. But I do 
not put the number of the elector on the 
card. It ia iaii business of the poll clerk to 
look this up when the elector comas to 
vote. On the day o! election, moat of tlio 
electors vote early, and then go oil' to 
thoir work. Some vote during the dinner 
hour; a few later. In the eveuing they 
usuomhie round the town hall to hear the 
result. That reault ia that my colleague 
and 1 are elected. Having learnt tliis, 
tiiey go home satisfied. All this is the 
conaequeiice of thorough organii'.ation. 
The Radical army at Northampton is al- 
waya ready to take the field. An elMtion 
110 more disturbs or disquiets them ihan 
their dinners. My colleague and 1 make 
few apeeches, as our views are known, 
and tho olector.s aro satislied with ns, be- 
cause they are aware that if at any tinio a 
majority of tlieni disapprove of ouroourae 
of action, and signify thia to ua, thoy 
would receive our resignation by tho next 
poat. The cnnaervatives of the borough 
are nearly as sensible in electoral matters 
as the liberals and radicals, and 1 doubt 
>vhetlior the conservative candidate ever 
spends much more than we do. Their 
oandiilate ia defeated for the plain and 
simple reason thai the electorate Ciinlaina 
more liberals aind radicals than conserva- 
tivea. t recommend the Notthampton 
aystein to other coiiatitueiioiea.

But we would submit that these two 
great men have always been fully 
aware that a philosophic essay is not a 
fitting place for jestn, and that a hu- 
morous or pathetic fiction is not the 
fitting place for indulgence in an ir- 
resistible fondness for particular 
phrases and illustrations. It has been

Oan it be neces 
sary to repeat that by 1616 and 1S70 
respetoively both Francis Bacon and 
Horbet Spencer had e.-itablished tlieir 
positions as philosojilier.s and publiri.slw 
and had no further occasion t(i pour 
out the wild and bitter humor of their

After tracing this similarity of lend 
ency in Dickens' earlier novel.H and 
Sjiencer's .social es.says, and criting sev 
eral parallel passagnx, the writer in 
Macmillan's concludes, "We consider 
that we have established our case. 1 f 
any one thinks otherwise let him ask 
himself if he considers that the import- 
ant truths in psychology and sociology, 
which we have trielly indicated, wi;re 
likely to have l;nen (liscoN'crod Ity the 
uum who was told by a .sceneshiftcr 
that it was a loss to the "profession" 
when lie took to writing books? The 
man of jovial good-fellowship and \)c 
destrian powers! None of the products 
ef nature are, according to Aristoth', 
like tho Delphian knifi', that serv(\H all 
purposes equally. And we may be sur(! 
that .stage management, ])edestrianiHm 
and good-fellowship are not likely to 
be accompanied by the gift of original 
creation. Why, those are tho very 
qualities and accomplishments that 
have been more than siisjii'cled in that 
illiterate impressario.
